It was patented under a 
act of the legislature, and the law 
was repealed the following session.

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The Late Hon, Joseph Royal. 
The Free Press pwblishes the follow- 
ing sketch of the life of the late Hon. 
Jcpeph Royal; eae 
The late Hon. Jos. Royal was born 
at Repentigny, P. Q., May 7, 1833. He 
was educated at that place and St, 
Mary’s (Jesuit) college, Montreal. He 
commeaced a journalistic career on La 
Minerve, Montreal, in 1857; establish- 
ed L'Ordre in 1850, and founded Le 
Minerve, Montreal, in 1847; establish- 
assisted in founding La Revue Canad- 
ian in 1864. In that year he was call- 
ed to the bar, but continued) to fol- 
low literary pursuits. Deceased zentle- 
man took an active part in orge nizing 
the Papal Zouave brigade, sent from 
Quebec to the assistance of the holy 
father, 1867-68, oe 


In 1870 Mr. Royal removed to Mani- 
toba, He established at Winnipeg the 
paper Le Metis, which in 1882 became 
Le Manitoba, From this lime until 
i880 he was in active practice at the 
local bar, and was retained in many 
notable cases, including ihe defence of 
the prisoners Lepine and Naud, who 
were tried at the Manitoba criminal 
aswizes October, i874, for the murder 
of Thos. Scott by the provisional gov- 
erninent of Louis Riel. He was elect- 
ed io the first legislature given to 
Manitoba, 1870, and remained a mem- 
ber of that body up to December, 1879, 
wken he was returned to ihe House 
of Commons, He was elected to iill 
the ofiice of speaker in Manitoba, and 
was subsequently a member o° sever- 
al local administrations, being succes- 
sively provincial ‘secretary, atiorney- 
general and minister of public works 
therein. He ‘continued to sit m_ tha 
House of Commons till appuinied 
lieytenant-governor of the Northwest 
Territories, July 1, 1888 He was elect- 
ed vice-chancellor of the aniversity 
of Manitoba, 1877, and was appointed 
a commissioner for the revision of 
the siatutes the same year.; He was 
awarded the coniederation medal by 
Lord Lansdowne, 1885, and was elect- 
ed to the Royal society of Canada, 
1898, On ceasing to be lieytenani- 
governor, 1893, Mr. Royal came east, 
and was appoicted editgr in chief of 
La Minerve, December, 1894, in suc- 
cession *9 the late Hon. Joseph Tasse. 
Thie position he filled up io his death.
